Brief Sent To Minister 


Of Municipal Affairs — 


| 

The following is the complete 
text of the brief submitted by the 
Council of the M. D. of Mt. View 
No. 49 at the joint meeting be- 
tween the council and the school 
trustees, Saturday in Didsbury. 

The brief, dated September 18, 
1959 has been forwarded to. the 
Hon, A. J. Hooke, Minister of Mun- 
icipal Affairs. The original appli- 
cation by the M. D. Council for the 
formation of ga County dated 
February 10th, 1959. 


1, The Council of The Municipal 
District of Mountain View No. 49 
believes that it is Provincial Gov- 
ernment policy to encourage and 
establish the formation of the 
County system of Municipal Gov- 
ernment as soon as applied for. 

2. The Municipal Council believes 
|\that with the accelerated consoli- 
| dation of rural schools and the con- 
}sequent tremendous capital outlays 
|necesary for the new school buiid- 
ings and the complete inability of 
of the Council to keep pace with 
the construction and maintenance 
of school bus routes necessary to 
service this developement, that the 
interest of the taxpayers as a whole 
can be best served by one govern- 
ing body, empowered not to only 
levy and collect revenues but con- 
tro] its disbursement. 

3. The Council feels that the in- 
dependent authorities for school 
and municipal administration are 
unwillingly to accept responsibility 
for high costs, waste, lack of ser- 
vices, increased debt or rising mill 
rates. As a result’ taxpayers are 
generally misinformed or complet- 
ely confused. The County system 
with its” single authority should 
to a large extent ameliorate this 
condition, 

4. The = question 
under existing conditions leaves 
room for improvement which the 
Council believes would be rectified 
by the establishment of a County 
system. Where the two authorities 
are seperated the School Board 
must borrow money to carry it over 
until it receives its next requisition, 
while at the same time under cer- 
tain conditions the Mumicipal 
Council may be building up a sur- 
plus. Under recent legislation the 
schools are permitted to borrow

of borrowing 


funds from the Alberta Finance 
;Corporation without reference to 
‘the Municipal Council who in the 
final analysis must pay off the 
debentures, 

5, At the present time the Muni- 
cipal) Counci] makes its plans, pas- 
ses its budget, builds and improves 
roads where they think best, and 
generally speaking the School Board 
knows little abawt and indeed can 
give very little help or information 
prior to the opening of schools in 
the fall. The improvements are of- 
ten made in the wrong places and 
as most of the allocation has been 
spent during the summer, little 
help can be given school van routes 
until the following year. This com- 
plete lack of a co-ordinated pro- 
gram, the Council believes would be 
impossible under the Alberta Coun- 
ty System 

6. The Council has made on the 
spot checks of the operation of 
the existing Counties and as a re- 
sult feel that this system is un- 
doubtedly a great improvement 
over the existing separate author- 
ity form of Municipal Government 

7. It should be noted that the 
Co-terminus Boundary Commission 
spent two years setting boundaries 
common to both School and Muni- 
cipal Districts. While much of the 
confusion caused by overlapping 
boundaries was removed, this Mun- 
icipality is still faced with the re- 
moval of a certain lands from its 
East and South boundaries. This 
Situation, the Municipal Council 
believes, can best be handled in 
the interests of all ratepayers by 
a County Council.

“ Before a County will be estab- 
lished in the Olds Co-terminus area, 
we want a pretty definite commit- 
ment from the M. D. and the School 
Division that there is some gener- 
al agreement,” said Hon A. O. Aal- 
borg, Alberta Minister of Educa- 
tion at the close of a lengthy meet- 
ing called to discuss the issue. 
He told the members of the M. 
D. of Mountain View Council and 
the Board of Trustees at the joint 
mecting in Didsbury Saturday that 
“This (the County set-up) is worthy 
of your earnest consideration be- 
cause it might provide something 
better at the level of local govern- 
ment.” 

Early in the meeting Mr. Aal- 
bong had outlined the formation 
of the carly counties, the revisions 
which had been injected into the 
County Act and that there was not 
One instance of failure but rather 
the County form of governmem 
where established now seems well 
accepted. 


While the County Act in langu- 
age requires only an application 
from one of the bodies, council 
or school trustees, as a matter of 
policy no county will be establish- 
ed unless there is substantial con- 
currence between the two bodies. 

Angus Morrison, Deputy Minist- 
er of Municipal Affairs, explained 
the ramifications of the County 
Act, its application, and the posi- 
tion of towns such as Olds, Dids- 
bury, Carstairs, Cremona and Sun- 
dre in the operation of the Coun- 
ty system. Because Olds and Dids- 
bury are separate sub-divisions 
of the present school set-up, each 
would have one representative on 
the school committee of the Coun- 
ty Council. The town of Sundre, 
and the villages of Carstairs and 
Cremona, would have one repre- 
sentative between them, alternat- 
ing each year between the towns. 
On matters of school, these town 
representatives would have the 
same rights and voting powers 
as members of the County Council 
of the school committee at the 
time budgets are prepared and 
although the County Council may 
raise or lower or return this bud- 
get, once accepted, the school com- 
mittee of the County operates and 
administers education under the 
terms of the School Act. In all 
Municipal matters, the County 
Council acts under the terms of 
the Municipal Act. 


In the present situation where 
there are two Municipal Hospital 


Districts in the proposed County | 


there would be two hospital com- 
mittees with the towns and vill- 
ages enjoying the same representa- 
tion as at present and having the 
same rights at meetings of the 
County Council as those enjoyed 
by town elected school trustees, 

Following these explanations the 
meeting entered a period of ques- 
tions and answers with Tom Mor- 
ris of Didsbury as Chairman. 

E. G. Turner of Carstairs asked 
about the representation for that 
town on the County Council and 
was told by Mr. Morrison that 
every third year Carstairs would be 
represented. Mr, Aalborg said that 
this matter was one for serious 
consideration and a valid argument 
against a County but the adminis- 
tration problem prevents all towns 
being represented on the County 
Council while at the same time 
the rotation system assures Car- 
stairs a representative once every 
three years, The point, said Mr. 
Aalborg is one that has been rais- 
ed before and successfully over- 
come. 

R. Rankin, school trustee of 
Sundre asked whether a prior vote 
of ratepayers should be taken and 
was told that there was no objec: 
tion to an informal vote other than 
the ratepayers know the work- 
ings of the present municipal gov- 
ernment and not too much about 
a County. 

Tom Morris, 
Olds School Division, asked why 
the town representatives were el- 
ected each year. Mr, Morrison sug- 
gested the circumstances here were 
different than those encountered 
in any of the 12 counties already 
established. 

R, Rankin of Sundre asked wheth- 
er they (the M. D, Council) have 
made application for the forma- 
tion of a County, He was told the 
application was received February 
10, 1959. The question as to why 
there was no prior discussion was 
unanswered. 

Alex Hogg, a Municipal Coun- 
cillor said that everybody (mean- 
ing the other municipal districts) 
was considering the County set- 
up and for this reason Mt. View 
had made the application. There 
are now 12 counties and 30 muni- 
cipal districts in the province. 

V. J. Van Haften directed four 
questions to Hon. A. O. Aalborg. 

Q. Will County system give bet- 
ter education? 

A. No evidence school system 
is worse, but there seems to be a 
fuller appreciation by Municipal 
authorities as to the problem fac- 
ing educational bodies. 

Q. Will we have better trustees? 

A. The county form of govern- 
ment will demand a better stand- 
ard of performance and there has 
been no expression from teachers 
or school trustees in any of the

counties asking to go back to the 
dual form of municipal govern- 
ment, 


Q. Will elections be satisfactory 
to ratepayers? 

A. There are advantages in ei- 
ther a ward system or in elections 
at large but this is a local prob- 
lem. 

Q. Why is the County set-up not 
part of the city government? 

A. There is a very important 
fundimental difference, that of 
transportation especially of school 
children. The County Council and 
Committee set-up offers a much 
more amicable appreciation of this 
problem. 

At this time too the Minister 
categorically denied any charges 
that the government was trying 
to force the County System on any- 
one. Later in the meeting after 
hearing several charges that the 
government was trying to force 
the system on municipal bodies he 
said this was an erroneous im- 
pression and that no single indi- 
vidual could speak for the govern- 
ment. “Up to this point,” he said, 
“ the government has angued the 
County System on its own merits.” 
The Municipal Finance Corporation 
was never set up to promote the 
County system, said Mr. Aalborg. 

Mr. Morrison, Deputy Minister 
of Municipal Affairs. also took part 
in the discussion at this point 
saying that the County System 
was proposed basically on the prin- 
cipal that the body charged with 
raising the money should also 
spend the money, and he referred 
to a government publication con- 
taining many unsolicited state- 
ments on the County System. 

Ellis Turner, Carstairs, raised 
the issue that taxing authorities 
in the towns of the Olds School 
Division would really have no 
authority as the County Council 
could veto the school committee 
budget and recommendations. He 
was told that the school committee 
operates and has all the powers de- 
signated by the school act which 
clearly lays out the duties of a 
school trustee. 

Bob Rankin, Sundre, raised the 
issue of hospital boards which was 
answered earlier in this report. 
He was told that centralization of 
authority might produce a better 
form of local government. 

Alex Weir, Olds, disputed this 
point with figures on the success 
of the Olds School District before 
entry into the Olds School Divi- 
sion. There is a lot to be said, Mr. 
Weir added, for the good work of 
both the local school trustee and 
Municipal Councillor. Mr. A. L.

THE TRUTH ON LABELS 

Would you buy a house just be- 
because it looked pretty? Of course 
not. You want to know what kind 
of roofing it has, how much and 
what kind of insulation, how the 
floors are laid and what sort of 
piping and wiring run through the 
walls, 

Clothes Are Budgeted 

Cloths and fabrics cost less than 
houses, but they are still an im- 
portant part of the family budget. 
As with a house , we want to know 
what the outside layer is made of 
so we can judge how it will behave 
as qa covering, We like to have 
the “builder” attest to the qualtiy 
of the hidden parts — seams, bin- 
ding and lining. We want to be 
told for what use the garment was 
designed, and how to care for it. 


But often when we shop for fabrics | 


We are given almost none of this 
information. Turning the materiel 
over in our hands, we try to guess 
its properties through the age-old 
tests of feel and appearance. 

In centuries before this one, that 
may have been possible. There were 
only the old fibres — flax, cotton, 
silk, and wool — each one usually 
used alone in kell-known fabric 
types. The buyer had a fair idea 
of how jt would behave in any giv- 
en use. But to-day no housewife 
is expert enough to tell what fibre 

or blend of fibres — make up a 
fabric, and how it will perform in 
wear and cleaning. 

Somehow, the buyer must be 
told these things, by the only peo- 
ple who know. These are the fab- 
ric manufacturers and finisher, and 
the garment maker. And the only 
practical way of passing on this 
‘sort of vital information is a tag 
or label. 

A GOOD LABEL HELPS 

A good label] can solve most of

An important approach to redu- 
cing summerfallow costs is to use 
chemicals in the fall after harvest 
to control thistle patches and over- 
wintering stinkweed. About Mid- 
Septembtr or later, spray with 
2-4-D, using one gallon of 64 ounce 
Ester to four acres or in other 
words apply at the rate of one lb 
of acid per acre. Cultivate or one- 
way about 14 days after the spray 
treatment,

Feeder 


cattle do need supple- 
ments to the farm grown feed. 
They require both mineral and pro- 
tein supplements if the best use of 
feed is to be made. In addition to 
the efficient use of feed nutritional 
deficiencies lower the steer’s resis- 
tance and they may succumb to 


sickness which otherwise they 
would resist. 

How much mineral and how 
much protein should be fed? This 


depends greatly on the feed which 
is being fed especially in the case 
of protein supplements, 

Of our home grown grain, barley 
and oats are usually fed, in some 
cases wheat. They are ground or 
rolled depending on the feeder and 
may be mixed with the roughage 
or fed seperately. The protein con- 
tent of oats is about 12.5%, barley 
10’., and wheat 11.5%. a steer 
should get approximately 14% pro- 
tein in his ration. If good quality 
hay which has a fair percentage of 
legume is available the feeder will 
not require much protein supple- 
ment in the early stages of feeding, 
however as the feeding period pro- 
gresses and less hay is consumed, 
protein supplement should be add- 
ed. Where this above program is 
followed a protein supplement of 
approximately 30‘: protein should 
be fed for the last 50 days of a 
150 day feeding period at about 
1 pound per steer per day. If 
straw is being used as the roughage 


feed, protein supplement at the 
above rate through the entire feed- 
ine period. 


Minerals should always be avail- 
able, they can be mixed with the 
erain if desired or may be fed free 
choice. Feeders often feed salt in 
one mineral] box and a mixture of 
bonemeal and limestone in another. 
A very satisfactory mixture fed free 
choice, is one part salt, one part 
bonemeal and one part limestone.
